On August 29, 1916, it passed a law

conflicts. 
It provided 
for appoint­ 
ment of “ nine eminent citizens of the 
United States,” as this country’s dele­ 
gates and appropriated money to pay 
their expenses. 
President Wilson’s 
fourteen peace term s including the 
league of nations, were 
announced 
Jan. 8, 1918.
